PULL on those training 
shoes ... Haverhill is getting 
ready to host its inaugural 
half-marathon and 10k fun 
run. 

Both events, to be held on 
May 11, will raise money for 
St Nicholas Hospice Care, 
which is opening a new out¬ 
reach centre in the town 
soon. 

Jack Tappin, race director, 
said: “Haverhill already has 
a vibrant athletics scene 
and it’s a shame the town 
doesn’t have its own race 
when neighbouring towns 
do, so hopefully this will act 
as a flagship run and 
become an annual event.” 

The events are set to begin 
at 9.30am. Runners will 
travel along Recreation 
Road and Helions Park 
Avenue, before heading 
through the town centre. 

The half marathon will go 
through Withersfield and 
Great Wratting, and finish 
back in the town after going 
through the golf club and 
the Chalkstone Estate. 

All finishers will be pre¬ 
sented with a medal and a 
goodie bag. 

Matthew Hancock, MP for 
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West Suffolk, will start the 
10K and Cllr Roger Andre 
will set off the half mara¬ 
thon. 

Mr Hancock, a keen run¬ 
ner, is also intending to run 
the half marathon himself. 

He said: “The event will 
unite the community, 
bringing together people of 
all ages and abilities, as well 
as being an enjoyable day 
out for the whole of 
Haverhill.” 

County councillors Tony 
Brown, Julian Flood and 
Anne Gower have all 
pledged cash to the event 
from their locality budgets 
and Haverhill Town Council 
will decide on providing a 
grant at Tuesday’s full coun¬ 
cil meeting. 

The event is being spon¬ 
sored by Sanofi, with 
Stylize, GreenAir Cars, 
Perform Sports Therapy and 
Castle Manor offering sup¬ 
port too. 

Steph Manning, of Sanofi, 
said: “St Nicholas Hospice 
Care has been a Sanofi 


Haverhill site chosen chari¬ 
ty for many years and we 
recognise the vital work the 
charity does in our commu¬ 
nity. 

“Sanofi is delighted and 
proud to be able to support 
them in their forthcoming 
event and for 2014.” 

Mr Tappin, who has lived 
in Haverhill since 2009, 
said: “I’m hoping this inau¬ 
gural event will attract sea¬ 
soned runners as well as 
those looking for a step-up 
having completed 5k fun 
runs such as the Race For 
Life.

The victim, who is married with a 
one-year-old son, got out of the car. 

“I said to him, ‘what did I do wrong? I 
saved your life, why did you punch 
me?’ 

“He started punching me again on 
my head, so I kicked him away and got 
my phone out of my car.” 

The victim tried to call the police,

but the cyclist started trying to snatch 
the phone, he said. 

“I ran down to the main road and I 
fell. He chased me down and beat me 
like a wild animal. He ripped my watch 
off and threw it.” 

As the victim flagged down a passing 
police car, the cyclist fled down 
Cambridge Close. 

The 28-year-old driver was treated at 
the scene for high blood pressure, and 
has since seen a doctor. He has injuries 
to his back, legs and head. 

He said: “I was trying to do my job. I 
don’t know what I did wrong, I saved 
this guy’s life.” 

The cyclist is described as around 5ft 
11 in tall and of average build. 

He is white, has short greying hair 
and was wearing a black jumper and 
dark trousers or jeans. 

He was on a black mountain bike.

Vision 2031: 
public inquiry 


PLANS mapping out the 
future of Haverhill are going 
to be scrutinised next week. 

Vision 2031 sets out how 
travel, infrastructure, envi¬ 
ronment, community facili¬ 
ties, homes, jobs and the 
economy will change over the 
next two decades. 

Appointed planning inspec¬ 
tor Roger Clews will carry out 
a public inquiry, starting on 
Tuesday. 

The inspection will run 
until February 12 and during 
this time all of the submis¬ 
sions sent in during the sum¬ 
mer consultation period will 
be reviewed. 

Public hearings are being 
held for Mr Clews to explore 
certain topics further. 

Residents are welcome to 
attend these meetings but 
cannot take an active part 
unless they’re invited to. 

The hearings on Haverhill 
town are taking place on 
February 5 and 6 at the town’s 
leisure centre on 
Ehringhausen Way. 
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Topics up for discussion will 
include the need for a rail link 
between Cambridge and 
Haverhill, dualling of the 
bypass road and the possibil¬ 
ity of pedestrianising the 
High Street. 

Whether or not Haverhill 
needs a museum, a two-way 
access route to the town cen¬ 
tre and an extension to East 
Town Park will also be on the 
agenda. 

Representatives from 
Haverhill Town Council have 
already had a meeting with 
the borough council officers 
to address some of their big¬ 
gest concerns. 

Will Austin, town clerk, 
said: “As part of a proposed 
development plan for 2,500 
homes in North West 
Haverhill, a relief road is 
required around the edge of 
the town. 

“We have argued that the 
relief road needs to be deliv¬ 


ered early to cope with the 
extra traffic the development 
will bring.” 

The document has recently 
been modified to include this 
need. 

Other modifications include 
the need to assess how much 
healthcare will be needed 
because of residential devel¬ 
opments, and that a town 
centre masterplan will be 
developed at a later date to 
ensure everyone is consulted 
with and represented. 

Discussions on plans for 
Bury St Edmunds and the 
surrounding rural areas will 
also take place during the 
inquiry period. 

Separate documents have 
been drawn up for each loca¬ 
tion, and all need to be adopt¬ 
ed by St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council as policy.

Service unacceptable 

IN response to the emergency 
service’s comment {WeeklyNews, 
January 9th) that the 999 call to 
my home in Haverhill arrived in 
25 minutes, I would like to 
challenge this information. 

The time they have shared with us 
is from the second call, made by 
the doctor in attendance. 

They have not confirmed the time 
of arrival from the initial 999 call 
that advised them that the patient 
had a life-threatening condition. 

I intend to continue to campaign 
on the service we have in 
Haverhill. 

We must not forget that Haverhill 
does have an ambulance that is 
sighted anywhere in the region. 

I have a major concern that once 
again Haverhill is getting a poor or 
often no service when we look at 
the ambulance service records. 

I was watching my husband 
deteriorate rapidly. His condition 
was life-threatening and the time 
that we had to wait for a service to 
support his condition was 
unacceptable then and would be 
totally unacceptable for any other 
patient. 

I would welcome all information 
of such similar incidents on 
ambulance waiting times in 
Haverhill and the surrounding 
areas.

It’s all about targets 

IT has been increasingly made 
aware to me over the last few 
months that our town’s 
ambulance provision is failing to 
provide Haverhill with the service 
it needs or wants. In November 
last year I was alerted to the fact 
that a 75-year-old female resident 
had fallen over on the pavement 
on the Parkway estate on a 
Saturday afternoon and had a 
suspected broken leg or hip. 

It took 50 minutes for a paramedic 
to attend; when the paramedic 
arrived it was ascertained that the 
patient needed an ambulance, 
they had to wait a further hour for 
the ambulance to arrive which 
had to come all the way from 
Harlow - the patient had to lay on 
the cold pavement for two hours. 
There have been other similar 
cases in the local press over the 
last few months. 

I have made other enquiries and 
found that these cases are not 
isolated; our ambulance service 
has deteriorated markedly over 
the last few years 
In 1982 with a much smaller town 
population we had three 
emergency ambulances, one of 
these was a 24-hour emergency 
vehicle and we had two day 
vehicles that went to emergencies 
but also transported non¬ 
emergency patients to hospital. 

We now as I understand it, with a 
much larger population, we have 
one 24-hour ambulance and one 
paramedic that is only available 
from 7am to lam. The 24 hour 
ambulance is treated as a 
Cambridgeshire resource (the 
Haverhill ambulance staff even 
wear Cambridgeshire badges), for 
most of the time this ambulance 
only starts out in Haverhill and 
spends a huge amount of its time 
around Cambridge. This seems to 
be so that it can help the 
ambulance trust hit targets - a lot 
easier to do in a city where you 
can get your patient quickly 


dropped off at Addenbrooke’s 
hospital and then get back out to 
pick up more patients. 

Having the ambulance running 
back and forth to Haverhill does 
not help them hit the targets. 

The paramedic car is supposed to 
be tethered to Haverhill - but only 
when it has not got a job to go to, 
quite often it will go from job to 
job and could end up 50 miles 
from Haverhill. Like our 
ambulance, it has not been 
unheard of for it to end up as far 
away as Southend or Clacton. 

If the paramedic response car is 
called to an incident that then is 
discovered requires an ambulance 
it stays with the patient until the 
ambulance arrives, this means 
that we have no local cover until it 
is relieved; we have to rely on a 
response car from further away for 
any other incidents as was proved 
by the poor response times to 
recent cases. 

I have heard that some of the 
ambulances have accrued more 
than 200,000 miles on the clock 
and sometimes can exceed their 
planned service intervals by 
thousands of miles because of 
shortages of vehicles. 

Our ambulance service seems to 
be all about hitting targets and 
avoiding fines rather than 
providing a first class service. 

This is no reflection on their first 
class staff - it is a reflection on 
how it is run, it needs a root and 
branch shake-up. 

I have already alerted the cabinet 
member for health at Suffolk 
county council, the head of the 
west Suffolk care commissioning 
group to these failings. Hopefully 
something will be done about it!

If the council put as much time, 
effort and money into establishing 
a rail link as they have trying to 
sort out the High Street then we 
would probably have a rail link to 
Lands end by now.

On the etiquette of cash wedding gifts 


CHOOSING a wedding gift for 
a friend or relative can often 
be a dilemma, but new 
research highlights how this is 
changing amid a trend of cou¬ 
ples asking for money not pre¬ 
sents. Vicky Shaw reports 

It might not be prime wed¬ 
ding season at the moment, but 
the winter months - especially 
in the run-up to Christmas, 
and the fairytale ‘winter won¬ 
derland’ backdrop that comes 
with it - are an increasingly 
popular time for couples to say 
‘I do’. 

In fact, not long ago, I attend¬ 
ed the wedding of two friends. 
It was a perfect, if chilly, day 
and it was much enjoyed by all 
- not much out of the ordinary 
there. But one aspect of the 
wedding was, for me, a bit more 
unusual - the bride and groom 
requested cash contributions 
from their guests, instead of 
having the standard list of pre¬ 
sents. 

After a bit of investigation 
though, I soon discovered that 
my friends were not alone in 
their decision, with recent 
research showing the tradi¬ 
tional wedding gift list is gen¬ 


erally slipping into decline in 
favour of cash. 

A survey, by the Financial 
Services Compensation 
Scheme (FSCS), found that one 
fifth (21%) of over 500 people 
in the UK who’d tied the knot 
in the last five years had asked 
guests to choose a present from 
a wedding list, but a substan¬ 
tial 40% requested money 
towards the cost of something. 

Almost one quarter (23%) 
used that cash towards the cost 
of the wedding itself, or the 
honeymoon, and one in 14 
wanted to put the money 
towards buying a house or 
make a donation to charity. 

The findings reflect how peo¬ 
ple are increasingly marrying 
later. According to official fig¬ 
ures, in 2011 the average man 
in England and Wales was 36 
when he got married and a 
woman was 33, which is eight 
years older than the typical age 
for getting married in 1971. As 
such, many couples already 
live together and have accu¬ 
mulated the must-have house¬ 
hold items which would tradi¬ 
tionally have been given to 
them when they started mar¬ 


ried life together. 

The trend towards ‘cash’ gifts 
is not only to benefit the new¬ 
lyweds though - 63% of people 
surveyed, who’d recently 
attended a wedding, said they 
were happy with the practice, 
and only 26% felt uncomforta¬ 
ble about it. 

In my own opinion, I was very 
happy to give my friends money 
I know they’ll put towards 
something they want, rather 
than me giving them a toaster 
they already have two of, which 
will then sit gathering dust at 
the back of a cupboard. 

In this case, my friends are 
using the money they receive 
towards their honeymoon 
fund, and their modern take on 
a wedding list consisted of a 
cost breakdown of certain 
items on their holiday itiner¬ 
ary. Those guests who wished 
to contribute money were 
invited to contribute to one of 
these items, thus giving them 
their dream trip. 

The bride and groom plan to 
help guests see what their 
money’s bought by sending out 
thank you notes with a picture 
of them enjoying the relevant 


activity - so, far from just hand¬ 
ing over cold hard cash, you are 
essentially handing them the 
chance to build precious mem¬ 
ories. 

David, the groom, says: “Like 
many couples these days, my 
wife and I lived together before 
we got married and so already 
had many of the things that 
would have traditionally fea¬ 
tured on a wedding list. 

“So rather than compile a 
long list of dinner services, 
cutlery canteens and wine 
glasses, we invited our wed¬ 
ding guests to contribute to 
make our honeymoon in 
Norway - which can be a pretty 
expensive country - an extra 
special trip. 

“We created a list of things we 
wanted to do on honeymoon 
such as husky sledding, cock¬ 
tails in a swanky bar and visits 
to museum and galleries and 
invited our guests to contrib¬ 
ute towards them. We tried to 
create a list that covered a 
range of prices and split some 
of the more expensive items 
into smaller contributions so 
people could be as generous as 
they liked.”

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Rob Huff is the schoolboy who dreamed of 
being a racing driver when he grew up - then 
made that dream come true. Alice Ryan meets 
him to talk about the highs and lows of life on 
the racetrack 



ACING driver Rob Huff 
is the first to admit he’s 
A Va lucky man. “The fact 
someone pays me to do the 
thing I love most in the world - 
to drive - still seems incredible 
when I stop and think about 
it,” he grins. 

“To make a living from 
something you absolutely 
adore... Genuinely, what 
could be better than that?” 

Motorsport - both Rob’s 
profession and his lifelong 
passion - is, he concedes, 
a fickle mistress. But, at the 
moment at least, she’s being 
kind. 

“There are massive highs - 
like winning the World Touring 
Car Championship, which was 
my ultimate dream come true 
- but there are also huge lows,” 
explains Rob. 

“2012 was an amazing year: 

I won the championship, 
got married... and then 
Chevrolet, who I’d been 
driving with for eight years, 
announced they were pulling 
out, stopping altogether. 


“I went on honeymoon with 
no job, no plans, no sponsor; 
with nothing at all. That’s 
where motorsport can be 
heartbreaking.” 

Having just signed a two- 
year contract with Lada Sport 
- two-year contracts being rare 
and wonderful things in the 
world of motor racing; usually 
deals are renegotiated every 
12 months - it’s safe to say Rob 
has bounced back. 

“Yeah, it’s all looking good. 
My wife Jas is out looking at 
holiday brochures right now: 

I was such a miserable sod on 
our honeymoon, she thinks 
she deserves another one! Not 
that I blame her, mind you .. 

There has been something 
of the fairytale about Rob’s 
story from the outset: just 
how does a perfecdy ordinary 
Cambridge schoolboy grow up 
to become one of the world’s 
most garlanded touring car 
drivers? “Ah, well, that’s a long 
story,” says Rob. “Do you want 
another coffee?” 

Sitting in a Newmarket 


cafe - just up the road from 
the home he now shares with 
Jas in Red Lodge - Rob tells the 
tale from the beginning, when 
he was just a ‘wee lad’... 

“I was attracted to anything 
with wheels or an engine,” 
remembers the 34-year- 
old. “From as early as I can 
remember, I wanted remote 
control cars for Christmas and 
birthdays. And the racing side 
of it came from my dad, who’s 
a huge motorsport fan.” 

When Rob turned 14, his 
parents bought him an early 
driver’s lesson: “I went to 
Brands Hatch and got to drive 


a grey Ford Escort XR3i -1 still 
remember that car! - and I 
thought it was the best day of 
my life. 

“Concentration didn’t come 
so easily in the classroom, yet 
in a car I was totally focused.” 

But it was Rob’s flare in a 
go-kart that first made him 
stand out on the race track. 
Taking a one-day course aged 
10 - another present from his 
parents - Rob was identified as 
having natural talent: “The guy 
who was leading the course 
took my dad to one side and 
said ‘Your boy might have 
something’.. 

By the age of 16, Rob had 


his own kart and was racing 
whenever and wherever he 
could, even doing endurance 
challenges. His talent was 
spotted by a karting team, who 
paid him to drive for them. 

“My birthday is on 
Christmas Day, not the best 
time of year for a birthday 
really, but it did mean that I 
got some amazing two-in-one 
presents growing up,” says 
Rob, picking up the story. 

“For my 18th it was a week- 
long intensive driving course 
at Silverstone, where we 
learned about all the different 
disciplines and things like 
racing lines, how to brake.. 

The course culminated 
in two races between all the 
‘racing virgins’: one was in 
a single seater, the other in 
a saloon car - and Rob won 
them both. 

“You can teach someone to 
drive fast, but you can’t teach 
them to race: that’s instinctive, 
you’ve either got it or you 
haven’t. You have to be able 
to make instant decisions 
without even being conscious 
that you’re making a decision, 
if that makes sense? It’s a sixth 
sense, if you like.” 

It was clear Rob had 
enormous potential. “I always 
dreamed of being a racing 
driver, but that’s what it was 
- a dream. I come from a 
very down-to-earth family; I 
don’t think it crossed any of 


our minds at that point that 
I could make a career out of 
driving.” 

Rob was nevertheless 
keen to pursue the sport. But 
without a clear pathway laid 
out, it was hard to know how 
to take it to the next level. 

“It’s not like football or 
tennis, where you can go out 
and get yourself the best kit 
for a hundred quid, then put 
yourself in the right place to 
get spotted.” 

This is where the fairytale 
element kicks in. The course 
Rob excelled on was run by Jim 
Russell Racing School, which 
leads driving courses across 
the globe. At the end of the 
season, all the course leaders 
were asked to nominate 
their three best pupils - and 
invite them to compete in 
a knockout challenge at 
Silverstone, with the top prize 
being a fully-funded season in 
the Formula Vauxhall Junior 
Championship. 

You can guess what 
happened next. “That was 
the next ‘best day of my life’,” 
remembers Rob. “It was a bit 
like The X Factor - they kept 
us waiting for what felt like an 
eternity before telling us who’d 
won.” 

Rob’s debut season, in 
2000, was a triumph: “It 
was fantastic: I won the 
championship. But then it was 
a case of‘Where next?’... 
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“That’s where my mum and 
dad’s kitchen table came into 
things: whenever we need to 
come up with a plan, we get 
round that table.” 

The plan was a big one: to 
put Rob into the single-seater 
Audi Winter Series, as it was 
known then. “It was a big deal 
because it cost a lot of money 
- £12,000,1 think it was. My 
mum paid for me to do it. She 
said it was an investment; as it 
turns out, it was a pretty good 
one.” 

Going from the Vauxhall 
(‘which was basically like a 
canoe on wheels’) to the Audi 
(‘400 horse power, so properly 
quick’), Rob wasn’t expecting 
to excel - it was, by any 
standards, a big leap. Yet he 
finished the series in third. 

“Literally 99 per cent of little 
boys who want to grow up to 
be racing drivers want to go 
into Formula One, but for me 
it was always about touring 
cars.” 

Rob and his family decided

Poirot 

is alive! 


THE really crucial thing is: who would win in a 
battle between Poirot and Sherlock? 

It's obviously the question you're all desperate 
to know the answer to, so I couldn't help but 
ask BAFTA-nominated Robert Powell, the man 
playing the inquiring, moustachioed Hercule 
Poirot in Black Coffee at the Cambridge Arts 
Theatre this week. 

The play, Agatha Christie's one and only 
revolving around Poirot, is finally returning after 
a 30-year hiatus and features: the Belgian super¬ 
sleuth, a rambling country estate, an eccentric 
murder victim (an inventor by the name of Sir 
Claude Amory), and intellectual property theft. 

Exciting news, no? But seriously, who would 
win: the cap or the tache? Sherlock the 
'high functioning sociopath', or the probing, 
painstaking Poirot? 

"They're completely different," says Powell 
diplomatically. "With Holmes it is almost entirely 
done by deduction, Poirot is much more of a 
psychoanalyst. He is much better with people 
and this is how he gets results. He understands 
people very, very well and he likes them so he 
can get to the truth by knowing which questions 
to ask. 

"It's not so much the observation of 
somebody's occupation by detecting ink marks 
on their shirt cuffs; that's not really Poirot." 

Best known for playing Jesus in Franco 
Zefferelli's Jesus of Nazareth, Powell has just 
completed a stint in Singin' in the Rain at the 
Palace Theatre ("It was huge fun") and, as we 
speak, is in a taxi, breaking off occasionally to 
politely shout directions at the driver ("LEFT! 
There's a level crossing!"). 

His current role as the powerfully inquisitive 
murder-mystery solver comes in the wake of the 
television series, which ended David Suchet's 
reign as Poirot in November after a hefty 25 
years. 

Suchet first took charge of the irascible 
detective in 1989, going on to film every book 


Christie ever wrote about him, and, as the final 
episode drew near, told the BBC: "It's grieving. 
I'm saying goodbye to a character I've been and 
have got to know over 25 years. . . it's goodbye 
to a best friend," adding: "But everything has its 
time and this is the right time, there are no more 
Agatha Christie films to make. So that's it." 

While there might not be any TV films left 
to make, it turns out the Agatha Christie Trust 
had sneakily held back the one play Christie 
wrote with Poirot as the protagonist, Black 
Coffee. 

"They'd held it back for 30 years, purely and 
simply because they didn't want to do it while 
the television [show] was on," Powell explains. 
"It would not be in competition, so to speak, 
but it would be distracting." 

Once it had been announced that David was 
stripping off the moustache and hanging up his 
notebook, the trust released the play to rights- 
holder Bill Kenwright, who swiftly approached 
Powell to take on the mantle. 

"After a little bit of thought. . ." says Powell, 
pausing: "I didn't really know Christie at all - 
I'd read the play, a lot of fun - it seemed like a 
nice proposition. There was no theatre Poirot, 
so I thought, why not me?" 

With the character so recognisably Suchet 
though - the two are intermingled to a point 
where it's difficult to untangle one from the 
other - how will Powell's interpretation and 
incarnation of Poirot differ? 

"Oh it's completely different because it's me. 
It's a simple as that," he says firmly. "I have 
the same moustache, but all performances of 
Hamlet are different even though the actor is 
saying the same lines. It is different because 
the actor playing it is different from the one 
who played it before. Every actor, when 
playing a part, will bring to it who they are and 
what they do, and that's just how it works."

JACK RYAN: SHADOW RECRUIT 

certificate 12A, 1h45m 

DEDICATED to the memory 
of Tom Clancy who died in 
October, Jack Ryan: Shadow 
Recruit is an old-fashioned 
espionage thriller which 
revives the writer's most 
popular fictional character. 

Unlike its predecessors 
(The Hunt For Red October ,; 
Patriot Games, Clear 
And Present Danger or 
The Sum Of AH Fears), 

Kenneth Branagh's film is 
not adapted from a specific 
book in the series. Instead, 
scriptwriters Adam Cozad 
and David Koepp transplant 
the eponymous CIA 
operative into a modern-day 
terrorist scenario to lay the 
foundations for a new big- 
screen franchise. 

The film opens with footage 
of the September 11 attacks 
and then jumps forwards 
two years to the conflict in 
Afghanistan where enemy 
forces shoot down a US 
Marine Corps helicopter. On 
board is Second Lieutenant 
Jack Ryan (Chris Pine), who 
incurs massive damage to his 
spine. 

Thanks to encouragement 
from medical student Cathy 


Muller (Keira Knightley), 

Ryan learns to walk again 
and fatherly CIA agent 
William Harper (Kevin 
Costner) encourages him 
to return to university to 
complete his economics 
degree. 

A decade later Ryan is 
married to Cathy and firmly 
in the CIA fold, looking for 
irregularities in overseas 
finance transactions that 
could tip the wink to future 
terrorist activity. Recent 
findings suggest an imminent 
strike that could cripple the 
US economy but he has no 
way to verify his data from 
the confines of a desk. 


So Handler promotes Ryan 
to field agent and dispatches 
him to Moscow to follow 
up on his hunch. While in 
Russia he meets an enigmatic 
businessman called Viktor 
Cherevin (Kenneth Branagh), 
who seems to be at the 
centre of the diabolical plot. 

Jack Ryan: Shadow Recruit 
is solid, undemanding 
popcorn entertainment 
that doesn't deviate from a 
well-worn path. It's solid, 
bombastic entertainment, 
punctuated by outrageous, 
briskly edited action 
sequences that owe a sizeable 
debt to The Bourne Identity 
and its influential sequels.

Keep watch out 

for garden birds 



THERE’S never really an excuse for not 
having a bird feeder standing in your 
garden. But with the RSPB’s Big Gar¬ 
den Birdwatch taking place on Saturday 
and Sunday, there is no better time to 
invest in a bird feeder, or two, to keep 
our feathered friends happy during the 
winter and beyond. 

There's a plethora of bird feeders on 
sale, but the RSPB advises keeping in 
mind some general rules when buying 
one. 

Hanging feeders should be simple 
designs so they are easy to clean. 

Feeders with cages around the 
feeding area or with squirrel guards 
are best to prevent squirrel prob¬ 
lems. Metal varieties tend to be more 
squirrel-resistant. 

Also, ensure there are no moving 
parts which could trap birds' feet, 
make sure the products can drain 
easily, and avoid using mesh bags to 
house fat balls, because birds' feet can 
also become trapped in those. 

Henry Corbett, Solus Garden & Lei¬ 
sure's head of gardening brands, says: 
"One of the most important considera¬ 


tions should be that the bird feeder is 
suitable for the type of food it's going 
to hold. 

"For example, seed mixes need a spe¬ 
cialist seed feeder. Most suppliers will 
sell specific feed designed for individual 
species such as blackbirds, robins and 
blue tits, so ensure you have the right 
feeder for the feed you intend to use. 

"Robins and blackbirds are ground 
feeding birds and require surface feed¬ 
ers. Other birds, such as blue tits, cling 
on hanging feeders. 

He also advises gardeners to hang 
feeders away from trees and walls to 
avoid giving cats easy access to birds, 
preferably on metal poles that the cat 
can't climb up or jump on to. 

"Finally, don't forget feeding is a 
year-round requirement. If you start 
feeding the birds in your garden, don't 
stop - birds become reliant on your 
help.” 

Here're just a few of the best feeders 
on the market: 

■ Feed your garden visitors with a 
quirky ceramic bird feeder from Sut- 
tons which features a mixed floral de-

■ Protect your bird feed from pests 
while bringing classic style into the gar¬ 
den, with a ChapelWood antique bird 
feeder. Made from hardwearing steel, 
each high capacity feeder features an 
integral tube, surrounded by an ornate 
anti-squirrel cage. 

Embellished with floral details and a 
pre-weathered finish, the feeders are 
available in either dark verdigris or light 
cream. Each design can be bought as 
a peanut and sunflower feeder or a 


seed feeder. (£29.99, for stockists visit 
www.chapelwoodwildlife.co.uk) 

■ If you want a feeder which fits into a 
rural setting, check out another design 
from Suttons. 

It's a hanging willow feeder complete 
with roof to keep the contents dry. It 
features six separate compartments, 
each containing carefully selected 
seeds to attract a variety of birds.

■ Children will love this ChapelWood 
Robin Fun Feeder, pictured above, 
(£7.99). It's ideal for use with sun¬ 
flower hearts, black sunflowers and 
peanuts. Made from painted metal 
mesh it is designed to attract a wild 
variety of birds to the garden. 

■ Pretty, practical and fun, the terra¬ 
cotta acorn bird feeder from the RSPB 
is frost-resistant with three feeding 
holes. Hang it from a tree or feeding 
station and fill it with mealworms or 
seeds to attract the birds. (£13.50, 
www.rspb.org.uk) 

■ Want to keep squirrels at bay but 
keep the birds coming? Take a look at 
the Guardian large seed feeder pack 


from CJ Wildlife (£37.95, www.bird- 
food.co.uk, or Freephone 0800 731 
2820) which features a central feeder 
with six portals on which birds can 
perch, surrounded by a sturdy cage to 
keep squirrels out. 

■ For smaller birds, consider the 
RSPB-recommended Helix Seed 
Feeder (£34.99, www.rspb.org.uk), 
an attractive feeder housed within a 
sturdy stainless steel frame, offering 
safe feeding for smaller birds with high 
squirrel resistance. 

■ An elegant arched station rather 
like an obelisk, which has bird feeders 
hanging from it, is available from Har- 
rod Horticultural. 

Available in galvanised and matt 
black powder coated steel framework, 
it comes with a 10 year guarantee. Up 
to three feeders can be hung on the 
squirrel-proof fixing hooks which stop 
feeders being unhooked and thrown to 
the ground. (£59, www.harrodhorti- 
cultural.com, call 0845 402 5300)

KevinHenry 
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Skoda Rapid Spaceback 



SKODA’S ordinary Rapid may be a 
five-door hatch but it’s not a very 
conventional one, writes Andy 
Enright. 

Potential buyers uncomfortable 
with that will be far happier with 
this Spaceback variant, a car 
designed to go head-to-head with 
the Focus, Astra and Golf class lead¬ 
ers. Though a little smaller than its 
stablemate, it’s certainly more styl¬ 
ish and at last gives this Czech 
brand a really credible contender in 
this important sector. 

The Rapid Spaceback runs on a 
similar platform to the Rapid hatch, 
so there aren’t any great surprises 
regarding the way it drives. That 
means you get what looks like a 
fairly rudimentary chassis set-up 
with a simple strut front suspension 
and a torsion beam rear end. The 
chassis is a interesting though, 
using a front end that’s been modi¬ 
fied from the VW Polo, while the 
rear chassis structure and suspen¬ 
sion are identical to that which 
props up the posterior of the VW 
Beetle. It’s similar to the Rapid 


hatch and shares its 2602mm 
wheelbase but measures 180mm 
shorter due to a reduced rear over¬ 
hang. 

Skoda offers two diesel and four 
petrol engines, with the entry-level 
powerplant in the range being a 1.2- 
litre three-cylinder petrol unit that 
packs 73bhp. It’ll thrash its way to

60mph in 13.4 seconds. A more sat¬ 
isfying option is the rather brilliant 
turbocharged 1.2-litre TSI four cyl¬ 
inder unit (in 85bhp and 103bhp 
states of tune) while there’s a seven- 
speed DSG-gearboxed 120bhp 1.4- 
litre TSI at the top of the range that 


looks a little redundant but which is 
the only car in the range that can 
crack 10 seconds to 60mph. The 1.6- 
litre turbodiesel versions come in 
89 or 104bhp guises, with a seven- 
speed DSG gearbox an alternative 
to the standard manual five-speed¬ 
er in the lower-powered variant. 

The Spaceback’s bodywork is new 
from the B-pillars back and it’s a 
crisp piece of design work. The rear 
end features neat triangular insets 
either side of the number plate 
holder and if you choose the option¬ 
al panoramic glass roof, it then 
combines neatly with a ‘prolong’ 
tinted rear screen for a contrasting 
look that works best on pale col¬ 
oured cars. The Rapid hatch already 
had a huge luggage capacity, so los¬ 
ing a bit of that for the sake of a 
perter rear end doesn’t exactly 
mean you’ll have to travel light. 
This goes down from 550 to 
415-litres, although rear passenger 
space hasn’t been affected. The lug¬ 
gage bay can be specified with a 
double floor to ensure that valua¬ 
bles are kept out of sight. Fold the 


60/40 split rear seats and you get up 
to 1,380-litres of luggage capacity 
(down from 1490-litres in the stand¬ 
ard Rapid). 

The Rapid Spaceback might at first 
seem an answer to a problem entire¬ 
ly of Skoda’s own making. People 
are comfortable with conventional 
hatchback shapes. Challenge them 
with something a bit different and it 
often becomes a niche seller or 
worse, ignored altogether. The 
Rapid hatchback is a good car but 
it’s different, refusing to fit neatly 
into the pre-defined categories 
many buyers expect. In contrast, 
this Spaceback version will be a 
much easier sell. Although its angu¬ 
lar shape doesn’t look immediately 
like a Focus or an Astra, customers 
can clearly see that those kinds of 
cars offer direct competition. 

It’s a solid piece of design work 
too. The interior isn’t going to win 
any prizes for flair, but if you want 
to make a choice that’s supremely 
reliable and which is available at a 
good price, the Rapid Spaceback 
more than justifies its existence.

Cowling unhappy 
with ref’s display 


AN injury to Harry O'Connor 
overshadowed Saffron Walden’s 4-0 
victory over Haverhill Borough in 
the Thurlow Nunn League, First 
Division. 

The Borough centre-half fell heavily 
on his neck after challenging for a 
header in the 77th minute and a 
35-minute delay ensued as an 
ambulance was called and 
paramedics treated him on the pitch. 

It was the second time in a week 
there had been a long delay at the 
New Croft after an ambulance was 
also required following an injury to 
Newmarket’s Richard Chadwick 
when Haverhill Rovers were the hosts 
the previous Saturday. 

Fortunately for O’Connor, he was 
released from hospital with a badly 
sprained neck following CAT scans. 

And Borough manager Ben Cowling,

Walden’s joint-boss Colin 
Wallington had been enjoying a joke 
or two with O’Connor before the 
game after having him on trial at the 
Bloods during the summer. 

“Harry did the pre-season with me 
and I like him,” said Wallington, “I 
was winding him up before the game 
because he’s a lovely lad and I wish 
him all the best.” 

Walden took a 15th-minute lead 
when Craig Calver pounced on a poor 
defensive header to brilliantly lob 
goalkeeper Anthony Choat. 

Jamie Solkhon tapped home from 
close range after Stuart Wardley had 
flicked on a free kick at the near post, 
before Geoghegan saw red for a tack¬ 
le, which left Cowling and Wallington 
squaring up on the touchline. 

“I thought the sending off was 
dreadful,” said Wallington, whose 
side confirmed the win with goals 
from Jack Higgs and Louis Harper. 

Cowling did not agree with his 
opposite number, although both men 
did agree Borough were the better 
team in the first half. 

“I don’t see how that’s a red card,” 
said Cowling. “It was one-footed, it 
was not malicious and he’s not gone 
over the top, so it’s a foul and a yellow 
card at the absolute worst.”

The Haverhill Rovers boss has 
been left frustrated by the number 
of postponements and the poor 
state of pitches after heavy rainfall. 

Greygoose, who played on the 
original AstroTurf pitches in the 
1980s while with Crewe Alexandra, 
believes artificial surfaces are the 
way forward. 

“It is something that has to 
happen,” he said. “The pitches at 


the moment are the worst I have 
ever known them in non-League. 

“I played on the first AstroTurf 
pitches and they were horrible, but 
the modern 3G and 4G surfaces are 
much better. 

“The FA, the Football Foundation 
and the Premier League need to be 
doing more to help non-League 
clubs develop their facilities.” 

Clubs like Harlow and Maidstone 
United have already embraced 3G 
surfaces, while Greygoose revealed 
Rovers have also looked into the 
possibility of installing an artificial 
pitch. 


The benefits would be fewer 
postponements because of bad 
weather and having a facility which 
would be available to the 
community when not in use by the 
club, both of which would lead to 
greater financial stability.
